On Monday morning, the present 
Coffee County Commission held its 
final meeting before turning the 
reigns of leadership over to a new 
commission, 

The meeting agenda was short 


and the majority of the meeting was 


spent with commission members 
heaping praise on one another. 
Commission Chairman Billy Ea- 
gerton told commission members, “I 
can assure the public that y’all are 
dedicated to Coffee County because 
I’ve seen your work and what you 
have done. It’s been a pleasure 
working with each one of you!” 
Commissioner Damascus Critten- 
den said, “It’s been good working 


*with you all. If you don’t think 


we've got a good county, just ride 
over sombody else's.” 

“I've enjoyed part of it - some of 
it I didn’t,” said Commissioner Sid 
Averett. 

Averett commended Commis- 
sioners Dubose, Bradfey, Crittenden 
and Eagerton for the job they had 
done, “You have a special place in 
my heart,” he said. 

Commissioner Jim Dubose said, 
“T'll always hold this as a special 
place in my heart. I can honestly say 
that the people of Coffee County are, 
without a doubt, some of the best 
folks that there are in the world.” 


Commissioner Bill Faulk praised 
the commissioners for their ability to 
vole “their convictions” and com- 
mended each of them for the job 
they had done, 

Of the accomplishments that had 
been achieved by the commission, 
Commissioner Robert Stephens said 
“No one did it by themselves.” 

“I feel that the county is in good 
financial condition...other counties 
are not!” said Stephens. 

“It's been a pleasure serving with 
each of you,” said Commissioner 
Bygone Bradley. “My prayers go 
with the new ones [commissioners] 
taking office.”

The Elba Water & Electric Board 
met in special session Monday eve- 
ning in another chapter in the ongo- 
ing saga of Who hired? Who fired? 
Who pays? Pat Boothe, 

Opening the meeting, Chairman 
Mickey Murdock noted Mrs. Boothe 
had received a certified letter on Oc- 
tober 20 informing her that she had 
been fired. 

Two weeks ago, on October 5, 


# the utility board heard Mrs, Boothe 


tell them she had been fired by May- 
or Rickey Haywood, 

She questioned his authority to 
fire her from the utility, presenting 
copies of a 1985 board resolution re- 
serving that right to the board itself. 

In light of that resolution, the 
board voted to put her back on the 
payroll pending a review of the le- 


*. gality of her firing, 


Haywood immediately placed her 
on administrative leave with-full pay 
and benefits, 

That ended October 20 when he 
again fired her and paid her for the 


y three days since the last pay period 
ended 


Haywood presented the Board 
with legal opinions on two different 
matters he said dealt with this situa- 
tion. 

One was on a city ordinance 
(1992-3) passed in the last weeks of 
the last administration and board 
members noted this was the utilit 
board and not the city and the ordi- 
nance didn’t deal with utility board 
employces. 

The other opinion, from another 
attorney which says that if the 1985 
resoluuon reserves hiring and firing

Sheriff Brice Paul, the only per- 
son appearing on the meeting agen- 
da, came before the commission re- 
questing that the road to the new jail 
be paved, 

He noted that the red clay road 
was causing him some housekeeping 
problems, When it rains, people are 
tracking red mud onto the carpet in 
the sheriff's office and also into the 
jail. 

Chairman Eagerton commented 
that it had been agreed upon by the 
commission to pave the road with 
the county doing the work. 

Paul asked that the road be 
“placed on the list” for roads to be 
paved, 

After a short discussion between 
Sheriff Paul, the commissioners and 
the county engineer, it was agreed 
that the road would be paved as soon 
as is practically possible. 

In accordance with a ruling hand- 
ed down by a U, S. district judge, the 
new commission will take office on 
Monday, November 9th, following 
the general election on Tuesday, No- 
vember 3, 1992. 

Four seats on the commission 
have already been decided. They are: 
Wendell Black, District 1; Robert 
Stephens, District 3; Bernest “Toe” 
Brooks, District 5; and Bill Faulk, 
District 7. 

The District 2 seat is being con- 
tested between the Democratic nomi- 
nee Lawrence Creel and Republican 
nominee Roy G, Hilton, 

Vying for the District 4 seat are: 
James L, Hanson, the Democratic 


’ nominee and Foster Motley, the Re- 


publican nominee, 

Sid Averett, the incumbent and 
the Republican nominee for District 
6, is being opposed by Randy Luns- 
ford, the Democratic nominee. 

It is for certain that four members 
of the Coffee County Commission 
will be newcomers to the political 
arena, 

The swearing-in ceremony for the 
members of the Coffee County Com- 
mission will be held on Monday, 
November 9, 1992, at 9:00 a.m, in 
the commission chamber, 

Other action taken by the com- 
mission was as follows:

The Elba Mayor and City Council 
continues to struggle for direction 
four weeks into their term of office. 

Monday evening the group was 
often at a loss to explain their re- 
spective positions on matters coming 
before them for decisions. 

The only decision made at the 
meeting was a request by Mayor 
Ricky Haywood to establish a Friday 
noon deadline to get items on the 
council agenda for discussion at the 
next meeting. 

An amendment was added to con- 
sider additional matters with unani- 
mous consent of the members 
present. 

Haywood asked if all council 
members received the resume of 
Elba native Jack Parker as a candi- 
date for Chief of Police. 

Council member Earl McCol- 
lough then questioned why the mat- 
ter was on the agenda Monday night. 
He read from the minutes of the Oc- 
tober Sth meeting in which the coun- 
cil voted unanimously to evaluate 
Chief Freddie Hanchey for 90 days 
before making any decision, 

McCollough added, “Unless I 
have been asleep, 90 days hasn't 

Council member Ronnie Jinright 
asked, “Why do we need a new po- 
lice chief?” He also asked to see the 
evaluation form on Hanchey, When 
told there was no form, he further 
asked, “How do we evaluate without 
a form?” 

Haywood used as an example the 
“lady at the bridge”, referring to a 
woman who, until recently, was liv- 
ing in a tent in the Pea River Bridge 
Park, 

He told the group Hanchey was 
asked to get the woman to move, It 
was only after he (Haywood) and 
Mr, Henry Clark talked to her that 
she moved. 

Hanchey responded that he was 
sent to a mecting on that morning 
but did talk to her after his return 
and she moved after that. 

Nothing further was done on the 
matter of the police chief, 

Haywood then announced Jack 
son W, Stokes would be the city at- 
tormmey and that an understanding had 
been reached with the previous city 
attorney, Mark Vaughan. 

Jinright then read from an aitor- 


Haywood said he was trying to 
surround himself with people he is 
comfortable with, “Past administra- 
tions have done this and yet I am be- 
ing persecuted because I want to 
change the people in these positions 
-and I don’t understand it.”

Yelverton said she wasn’t trying 
to persecute Haywood, she is trying 
to work with him, 

Brunson then appeared close to 
making another motion to put Mrs, 
Boothe back on the payroll when he 
said they needed to get on with the 
board business. He indicated he 
didn’t want to face the expense of 
litigations and, “If it is wasting mon- 
ey, you have got me to blame for it.” 

After some further discussion on 
the matter Haywood asked, “If the 
Water & Electric Board puts her 
back to work, who is going to sign 
her check?” 

This was followed by a question 
from board member Jack Prescott, 
the dean of the board, having served 
as cily clerk, councilmen and a long- 
time member of the board - working 
with at least five previous mayors, 
“What authority docs this board 
have?” No one bothered to answer 
this question. 

Brunson again spoke up and 
warned, “The potential is here, we 
can split this thing apart. We can 
make this city government where it 
flat out doesn't function and that is 
the direction we are headed.” 

Prescott added, “I can say this, 
she is one of the best employees the 
City of Elba has got.” 

Board member Earl McCollough 
spoke up and agreed it was time lo 
setile this issue once and for all. 

A suggestion to get a legal opin- 
ion from the League of Municipali- 
tics was finally approved with Pre-

ney general's opinion indicating the 
city council has the authority to ap- 
point a city attorney, Following sev- 
eral seconds of silence, Haywood 
moved on to the next item of busi- 
ness, 

It was only at the end of the meet- 
ing when asked by this newspaper 
for clarification did the council ad- 
dress this any further. 

The Mayor explained he had not 
asked the council because the attor- 
ney had already been hired. Upon 
further questioning of, “Does the ab- 
sence of any comment by the council 
constitute a vote of approval,” the 
council passed a motion tabling any 
action on the city attorney unul the 
next meeting. 

It was announced that Trick-or-

If you were 
one of the couple of thousand fans on the Miller side you left agreeing it 
was all it had been built up to be; however, if you were sitting on the Elba 
Side, it was just a little less than you had expected, as the Tigers let the

Elba was ready to play against the state's defending 4A state champs, 
and this year's second-ranked 4A club, and for three quarters was clearly

Elba looking to reqain winning form 


Tigers return home to battle Andalusia 


The Elba Tigers will be looking 
to regain momentum, and return to 
their winning ways on Friday night 
when they host the Andalusia Bull- 
dogs in the final regular season game 
over in Miller Memorial Stadium. 

Elba (6-1) saw its dreams of an 
unbeaten season end last week with 
a 21-20 loss to TLR, Miller, while 
Andalusia (1-6) lost for the third 
Straight game last weck 41-14 to the 
Greenville Tigers, 

Andalusia, coached by Doug Prat- 
cr, Opened the season with a narrow 
20-13 loss to T.R. Miller, then fell to 
Atmore 20-0 and Alba 21-6, before 
getting its first win with a 20-13 de- 
cision over Evergreen-Hillcrest, In 
the past three weeks, the Bulldogs 
have lost to Monroe County 28-7, 
Luverne 7-6 and Greenville 41-14, 


"Andalusia has a young football 
team that has had a hard time win- 
ning," said Elba's Mack Wood, "but 
until last week it thad played well 
against all of its opponents’ and had 
improved cach and every week," 

"Andalusia has changed person- 
nel in recent games, as is usually the 
case when a team is losing," added 
Wood, "and they are experimenting 
on both offense and defense trying to 
Salvage some wins late in the year. 
On offense, Andalusia has some sol. 
id offensive linemen and a couple of 
good backs. They changed quarter- 
backs a couple of weeks ago and 
have changed a few things trying to 
help him get settled. After playing 
for three weeks, he'll be ready for us, 
and I look for Andalusia to have a 
balanced offense and ry to mix up 
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the run and pass." 

"Andalusia's defense has had to 
try and carry the load for much of 
the season," Wood stated, "and it has 
played well against, some pretty 
good teams, Andalusia's defense is 
aggressive, extremely quick and gets 
to the ball in a hurry, It is a solid de- 
fensive unit and doesn't give its op- 
ponents anything cheap," 

"If we are going to win Friday 
night we'll have to regroup and 
prove to Ourselves that we are capa- 
ble of playing better than we did at 
times last weck against T.R. Miller," 
said Coach Wood. "On offense we'll 
have to be balanced and be effective 
both running and passing. Our line 
will have to pick up the stunts and 
different schemes used by the Anda- 
lusia defense, and we'll have to pro- 
tect the football and not make any 
mental mistakes that result in turno- 
vers, Over on defense, we'll have to 
be physical up front and dominate 
the line of scrimmage. We'll have to 
be alert in the secondary and not 
give up the big play, like we did last 
weck, We will have to play hard on 
the corners and off-tackle, and play 
better in the Secondary to keep An- 
dalusia from converting on pass 
plays in critical situations," 

"This is a real big game for our 
Players for many reasons," stated 
Wood. "We need to learn from last 
week's loss and use what we learned 
and become a better fgotball team, 
We need to regain our confidence 
heading into the final weeks of the 
regular season and try and get back 
where we need to be heading into 
the playoffs.

STATE OF ALABAMA 
PROCLAMATION 
BY THE 
GOVERNOR 

WHEREAS. the Alabama iasan 
at its Regular Session of 1991 ordered an 
lection to be held on a certain proposed 
amendment to the Constitution of Ala- 
bama, set out here as Act No. 91-219; and 
further ordered in Act No. 91-219 that 
Such election be held at the next general 
election or the first day appointed by the 
Legislature for a special election; and 

HEREAS, the next general election 
will be and occur on November 3, 1992; 
and 

WHEREAS, notice of this election, 
together with this proposed amendment, 
ts required by law and by the provisions of 
Act No. 91-219 to be given by Proclama- 
tion of the Governor, to be published once 
a week for four successive weeks next 
preceding the day appointed for the elec- 
lion, in a newspaper qualified to run legal 
nolices in each county of the state. 

NOW, THEREFORE, |, Guy Hunt, as 
Governor of the State of Alabama, do 
hereby give notice, direct and proclaim 
that on Tuesday, the 3rd day of November 
1992, an election will be held in the man- 
ner and form provided by law upon the 
following proposed amendment to the 
Constitution of 1901 of the State of 
Alabama: 

AMENDMENT NO. 1: 

PROPOSED AMENDMENT 

Section 1. Declaration of 
Purpose 

The Legislature of Alabarna 
finds that Alabama is endowed 
with a rich diversity of natural 

areas having unique ecological 
systems, plant and animal tite, 
geological formations, wildlife 
habitats, recreational values and 
scenic beauty As a part of the 
continuing growth of the popula- 
tion and the economic develop- 
ment of the state, it is necessary 
and desirable that certain lands 
and waters be set aside, managed 
and preserved for use as state 
parks, nature preserves, recrea- 
lion areas, and wildlife manage- 
ment areas In order to meet the 
State's outdoor recreation needs 
and to protect the natural heritage 
of Alabama for the benefit of 
present and future generations, it 
is the policy of the state to: 

(a) Protect, manage, and 
enhance certain lands and waters 
of Alabama with full recognition 
that this generation is a trustee of 
the environment for succeeding 
generations; 

(b) Protect, to the fullest extent 
practicable, recreational lands 
and areas of unique ecological, 
biological and geological impor- 
tance; and 

(c) Promote a proper balance 
among population growth, eco- 
nomic development, environmen- 
tal protection, and ecological 
diversity 

Accordingly, there is hereby 
established the Alabama Forever 
Wild Land Trust for the purpose of 
identifying, acquiring, managing,

(16) "Stewardship" means the 
maintenance, protection, opera 
lon, enhancement, and manage- 
ment of lands acquired for the 
forever Wild Land Trust 

(17) “Trustee” means a mem- 
ber of the Board of Trustees of the 
Forever Wild Land Trust 

(18) “Trust income" means the 
net income received by the state 
from the investment and reinvest- 
ment of all assets of the Alabama 
Trust Fund, determined in accor- 
dance with the provisions of 
Amendment Number 450 of the 
Constitution of Alabama of 1901 

(19) In dividing the State into 
geographical regions: 

(a) “Central District" means the 
following counties of the state 
Autauga, Bibb, Chambers, Chil-

Section 3. Establishment of For- 
ever Wild Land Trust, Lead Man- 
ayerent acl) and Categories 
of Lands to be Acquired 

(a) For the purposes set forth in 
this Amendment, there is hereby 
established the Alabama Forever 
Wild Land Trust, which shall be a 
permanent trust to be funded and 
administered in accordance with 
the provisions of this Amendment 
Title to all properties acquired for 
the Forever Wild Land Trust shall 
be vested in the Alabama Trust 
Fund for the State of Alabama 
The Department shall serve as the 
lead management agency with 
respect to all lands acquired and 
shall have the responsibility of pro- 
viding to the Board administrative 
Support as necessary. 

(b) In order to protect the natural 
heritage and diversity of Alabama 
for future generations, the State, 
acting through the Forever Wild 
Land Trust, will acquire lands, the 
title of which shall be held in the 
Alabama Trust Fund, to ensure 
their protection and use for con- 
servalional, educational, recrea- 
tional or aesthetic purposes. 
These lands may include, but 
shall not be limited to, the follow- 
ing: Wetlands, river corridors, 
lakes and streams, and the banks 
and shores thereof, springs, river- 
ine, montane, plain, coastal, and 
other kinds of terrain, geological 
systems, areas supporting threat:

(6) Each person appointed to 
the Board shail be and remain an 
Alabama resident and shall have a 
demonstrated knowledge of and 
commitment to land acquisition 
for the purposes of conservatio; 
and recreation. Organizations 
Making recommendatians to the 
appointing officials shall be Ala 
bama ofganizations or the 
Alabama chapter of nationa! 
organizations in order to ensure 
that the decisions atte: ting 
Alabama's tuture are made by 
Alabama residents 

The recommending groups are 
composed as follows 

(A) "Group A” shall consist of 
non-profit organizations, each 
having its principal programs 
etiending generally throughout 
the State, whose demonstrated 
primary concerns are enyirc:

tons, each having its Principal 


programs extending generally 
throughout the siate, and having a 
demonstrated concern for balanc- 
ing economic growth with protec- 
tion for the environment and 
increased recreational opportuni- 
ties, including, but not limited to, 
the Business Council of Alabama, 
the Alabama Forestry Associa- 
tion, Alabama Forest Resources 
Center, the Alabama Farmers Fed- 
eration, the Petroleum Council of 
Alabama, the Association of 
County Commissions of Alabama, 
and their respective successor 
organizations, 

(C) “Group C" shall consist of 
non-profit organizations, each 
having its Cece programs 
extending generally throughout 
the State, whose demonstrated 
primary purposes are to promote 
hunting, fishing, camping or other 
compatible recreational activities 
of conservation for such pur- 
poses, and whose membership 
exceeds 750 individual residents 
of Alabama, including, but not lim- 
ited to, the Alabama Wildlife Fed- 
eration, the Alabama State 
Advisory Council of Ducks Unlim- 
ited, Bowhunters of Alabama Inc., 
the Coastal Land Trust, Inc., the 
Gult Coast Conservation Associa- 
tion, the Tennessee Valley Water- 
fowl Association, the Alabama 
Rifle and Pistol Association, the 
Alabama Chapter of the Safari 
Club International (whether or not 
those named organizations meet 
the membership requirement), 
and their respective successor 
organizations 

(D) In order to qualify as a rec- 
ommending organization, each 
organization not specifically listed 
in this section must file with the 
Secretary of State and with the 
named organizations within the 
same “group,” by January 1 pre- 
ceding the date of expiration of 
term of office of Trustees hereun- 
der, a written statement of intent to 
nominate persons to serve on the 
Board This statement must 
include a request for designation 
of the “group” within which the 
organization plans to nominate 
Trustees and information demon- 
Strating that the organization qual- 
ifies to make such nominations. It 
shall also include a copy of the 
organization's charter, stating its 
purpose. Should the Secretary of 
State or any of the named organi- 
zations within the same group 
Oppose in writing the eligibility of 
the new organization to nominate 
members of the Board or the des- 
ignation of the "group" within « 
which it proposes to nominate 
members, then the Secretary of 
State shall determine the eligibility 
of the applying organization to 
Submit nominations for member- 
ship on the Board and, if deter- 
mined eligible, the “group” within 
which it shall submit nominations 
In making this decision, the Secre- 
tary of State shall give due consid- 
eration to the views submitted to 
him by the organizations in the

together with its affiliates, cannot 
recommend names to the appoint- 
ing officials as a member of more 
than one “group.” 

Each organization submitting 
nominations may submit, to the 
appropriate appointing official for 
that position on the Board, the 
Names of not more than two of its 
members who have the qualifica- 
tions to serve in the position for 
which they are being nominated 
In the event that no organization 
within @ group recommends 
names to the appointing official, 
then that official may appoint a 
Trustee from that group solely of 
his own choice 

(E) Terms of office of the initial 
Trustees shall begin on the Janu- 
ary 1 following ratification of this 
Amendment, or on the first day of 
the third month following said rati- 
fication, whichever shall first 
occur. Terms of office of successor 
Trustees shall begin and end on 
anniversaries of that dale. In the 
Case of the initial appointments of 
Trustees, nominations shall be 
made to the appropriate appoint: 
ing officials not later than one 
month after ratitication of this 
Amendment, and appointments 
by said officials shall be made by 
the date of beginning of the initial 
Trustees’ terms of office. Nomina- 
tions of successor Trustees shall 
be made to the appropriate

resigns or dies, or otherwise 

vacates his office, the Commis 
sioner or the Secretary of State 
shall promptly notity the appropri 
ale nominating organizations and 
Shall publish notice of such 
vacancy once a week for three 
successive weeks in three news 
papers of regional ciculation in 
this state with a request for new 
nominations trom any group that 
may qualify to do so under the pro- 
visions of this Amendment. Nomi- 
nations for a replacement Trustee 
shall be made to the appointing 
ollicial during the 30 calendar 
days following such death, resig- 
nation or other vacation of oftice, 
and the appointing official shall 
appoint a replacement Trustee not 
laler than the end of the next suc 
ceeding 30 calendar days thereal 
ter In the event the appropnate 
appointing official fails to make an 
initial appointment of an appoint:

Section 5. Rights, Powers, and 
Duties of the Board 

(a) The Board is to meet at least 
Quarterly @ach year for the trans- 
action of its business and to review 
the progress of the Forever Wild 
Land Trust. It shall review written 
requests from state agencies, pri- 
vale organizations, and private cit- 
zens proposing that certain 
properties or interests therein be 
acquired. For purposes of estab- 
lishing a quorum, there must be 
present at least three-tifths (3/5) of 
the members of the Board then in 
office at any Board meeting in 
order to condurt business; pro- 
vided, however, that in absence of 
a quorum, the members present, 
by majority vole, may adjourn the 
meeting from time to time until a 
quorum shall attend. Any Board 
action of recommendation must 
be approved by at least three-fifths 
3/5) of the members of the entire 

oard then in office, unless speci- 
fied otherwise in this Amendment 
Using its own knowledge and 
expertise, as well as the knowl- 
edge and expertise of the scien- 
tific Community and state and 
federal agencies, the Board shall 
adopt a priority list of properties to 
be considered for acquisition. 
Recognizing that real estate trans- 
actions must involve willing sellers 
and may involve complicated pro- 
cedures that could affect the avail- 
ability of property, the Department 
Shall, to the extent practicable, fol- 
low the directions of the Board in 
acquiring lands or waters Pro- 
vided, however, the Forever Wild 
Land Trust may only purchase or 
acquire an interest in property 
from the aed list of properties 
adopted by the Board. 

(b) In addition to the site- 
Specilic management and allowa- 
ble use guidelines referred to in 
Section 9, the Board may recom- 
mend to the Department rules, 
regulations and management cri- 
teria, which the Board feels would 
be beneficial to carrying out the 
goals and purposes of this 
Amendment. 

(c) The Board shall assist the 
Department in developing and 
maintaining an inventory of areas 
and sites which through acquisi- 
tion become state natural and/or 
recreational areas and shall make 
public as desirable: information 
regarding their location, manage- 
ment, regulation, and permissible 
public uses 

(d) The Board shall prepare and 
submit to the Governor and the 
State Legislature, on or before 
February 1 of each year, a report 
which shall describe and account 
for all expenditures and acquisi- 
tions by the Forever Wild Land 
Trust for the preceding fiscal year, 
as well as plans for the current fis- 
cal year. The Board shall present 
this annual report to the public ata 
public meeting to be held within 
ten days after February 1 of each 
year. The public meeting shall be 
an informal process to present 
information on the Forever Wild 
Land Trust to the public and give 
the public an opportunity to have a 
dialogue with the Board regarding 
its future plans and operations 

(e) Before purchasing or acquir- 
ing any interest in lands with 
moneys from the Forever Wild 
Land Trust, the Board, acting 
through the Commissioner, or the 
Commissioner on his own initia- 
tive, shall obtain at least two 
appraisals from certified real 
estale appraisers In no event 
Shall the Board expend more than 
the “appraised value; as detined 
in Section 2 of this Amendment, in 
purchasing such lands; provided, 
however, that by affirmative vote of 
al least three-fourths (3/4) of the 
members of the Board, the Board 
may expend up to 125 percent of 
the appraised value for such pur- 
chase where such action ts neces- 

Sary lo accomplish the purposes 
and goals of this Amendment 

(f) The Board may assume 
indebtedness on behalf of the For- 
ever Wild Land Trust that may be 
owed with respect to real or per- 
Sonal property given, donated, 
contributed or devised to the For- 
ever Wild Land Trust, or that may 
be secured by a mortgage, deed 
of trust or security interest cover- 
Ing Such property, and to agree to 
pay such indebtedness from cur- 
rent assets or future revenues of 
the Forever Wild Land Trust, pro: 
vided that the present value of all 
installments of principal and of 
interest on such indebtedness 
at the time of the assumption 
thereof, determined in accor- 
dance wilh accepted principles 
and using a discount rate equal to 
the rate of interest payable on 

Such indebtedness, shall be less 

than 80% of the fair market value 

of such property as determined by 
an active public market for such 
properly of an appraisal per- 
formed by an independent, profes 
sionally qualified appraiser 

(g) The Board may contract for 
the purchase of tracts or parcels of 
land in which the purchase price 

Shall be payable in future install- 

ments, together with such rate of 

interest on the unpaid balance of 

Such purchase price as thy Board 

shall determine to be reas nable, 

and lo secure the payment of such 
installments, together with the 
interest thereon, by purchase 
money mortgages on the land so 
acquired and by a pledge of future 
revenues committed to the For- 
ever Wild Land Trust, including, 
without limitation thereto, any por- 
lion of the trust income allocated 
fo Said trust by Section 7 of this 

Amendment; provided that such 

installments shall in no event 

exceed 80% of the fair market 
value of Such property determined 
as set forth in the preceding sub- 

Section and provided further that 

the total cumulative indebtedness 

assumed each year under the pre- 
ceding sub-section (f) logether 
with the total cumulative indebted- 

Ness incurred each year by pur 

chase money mofigages as 

provided in this sub-section (g) 

shall be limited to no more than 

25% of the trust income allocated 

fo Said trust lor the preceding 

year 

(h) The Board may enter into 
contacts with any person, non 
prolit organization, corporation, 
governmental entity or other entity 
concerning tacts or parcels of 
land thal constitute desirable 
acquisitions for the Forever Wild 

Land Trust pursuant to which such 


person, nonprofit organization, 
corporation, governmental entity 
or other entity will agree to acquire 
and hold such land, or to hold 
such land if theretofore acquired 
by such person, nonprofit organi: 
zation, byt! anal governmental 
entity or other entity and to sell or 
donate such land to the Forever 
Wild Land Trust at some future 
date, in (he interim preserving and 
managing such land in its natural 
Stale subject to such conditions, 
including the reimbursement of 
expenses, as the Board shall 
deem advantageous for the ulti- 
mate acquisition and preservation 
of such land 

(i) The Board may sell, lease or 
exchange specific properties or 
interests therein acquired or held 
by the Alabama Trust Fund for the 
Forever Wild Land Trust. Any such 
Sale or exchange shall be made at 
not less than the ‘appraised 
value," as defined in Section 2 of 
this Amendment; provided, how- 
ever, that by affirmative vote of at 
least three-fourths (3/4) of the 
members of the Board, the Board 
may authorize and direct the Com- 
missioner to sell or exchange 
property of said trust for not less 
than 85 percent of the appraised 
value where such action is neces- 
Sary to accomplish the purposes 
and goals of the Amendment. All 
moneys received from any such 
sale or lease shall be paid into the 
Forever Wild Land Trust 

() The Board shall establish a 
technical advisory committee, 
consisting of the State Forester, 
the President of the Alabama 
Chapter of the Wildlife Society, the 
State Geologist, and any other 
person whom the Board may 
desire to appoint, for the purpose 
of obtaining advice and assis- 
lance in performing the Board's 
functions and duties under this 
Amendment. 

(k) In addition, the Board is 
authorized at its discretion: 

(1) to establish procedures 
relating to the confidentiality of 
information where necessary to 
accomplish the purposes and 
goals of this Amendment; 

(2) to cooperate or contract with 
any federal, state or local govern- 
ment agency, private organiza- 
tion, of individual to accomplish 
any of the purposes and goals of 
this Amendment, paying any rea- 
sonable fees or expenses in con- 
nection with such cooperation or 
contracts from moneys held under 
or within the Forever Wild Land 
Trust; 

(3) to recommend that moneys 
Paid into the Forever Wild Land 
Trust be allowed to accumulate, 
with only the income thereon 
being spent, or that the corpus or 

nincipal of the Forever Wild Land 
rust be expended in whole or in 
part, 

(4) to do any and all things nec- 
essary to take advantage of fed- 
eral, state, or local government or 
private funds donated or obtain- 
able through the use of the For- 
ever Wild Land Trust; and 

(5) to, adopt, alter and repeal 
bylaws, regulations and rules in 
accordance with the provisions of 
the Administrative Procedure Act 
for the regulation and conduct of 
Its affairs and business in accor- 
dance with the provisions of the 
Alabama Administrative Proce- 
dures Act 

(l) Members of the Board and 
the technical advisory committee 
shall be entitled to receive the per 
diem allowance and travel 
expenses provided by law to state 
employees. These expense pay- 
ments shall be for the sole pur- 
pose of travel to and trom their 
places of residence to meetings 
and for travel involving official 
business of the Forever Wild Land 


Trust. Those members who are~ 


State officials or employees shall 
serve without compensation’ or 
expense allowances other than 
that to which they are otherwise 
entitled in the positions they hold. 

(m) The Commissioner and the 
Department are hereby specili 
cally authorized and empowered 
to carry out all directions and rec- 
ommendations of the Board made 
hereunder to accomplish the pur- 
poses of the Forever Wild Land 
Trust and this Amendment. 

Section 6. Final Approval 
Committee. 

There is hereby established a 
Final Approval Committee to be 
composed of the Governor, the 
Lieutenant Governor and the 
Speaker of the House of 
Representatives 

Before purchasing or leasing 
any property, or acquiring any 
interest therein, with any funds 
from the Forever Wild Land Trust 
or selling any properties previ- 
ously purchased from the Forever 
Wild Land Trust, the Board shall 
Submit to the Final Approval Com- 
mittee a written proposal of the 
purchase, lease, sale or acquisi- 
tion of any other interest in prop- 
erty. Said proposal shall include a 
legal description of the property to 
be purchased, leased or sold; the 
proposed purchase, lease or sale 
Price; and any additional terms of 
the sale, purchase, lease or other 
interest therein. The Final 
Approval Committee shall 
approve or disapprove the pro- 
posal by a majority vote of the full 
membership of said Committee 
within 30 days after the date of 
submission of the proposal. Fail- 
ure of the Committee to act within 
30 days of submission shall con. 
Stitule approval of said proposal 

Section 7. Source of Funds 

(a) Beginning with the state's 
1992-1993 fiscal year, there shall 
be allocated and paid into the For 
ever Wild Land Trust the percent 
age of trust income earned from 
the Alabama Trust Fund that 
would have been reinvested in the 
Alabama Trust Fund under Sec- 
tion 4(c) of Amendment Number 
450 to this Alabama Constitution 
of 1901 Notwithstanding Section 
4(c) of Amendment Number 450 to 
the Alabama Constitution of 1901, 
the percentage of trust income 
earned from the Alabama Trust 
Fund shall be allocated to the For- 
ever Wild Land Trust as follows 

(1) For the 1992.1993 fiscal year 
four percent (4%) of the trust

(2) For the 1993-1994 fiscal year

income earned from the Alabama 

Trust Fund 

_(6) For the 1997-1998 fiscal year, 
nine percent (9%) of the trust 
income earned from the Alabama 
Trust Fund 

(7) Thereafter, ten percent 
(10%) of the trust income earned 
from the Alabama Trust Fund; pro- 
vided, however, that in no event 
Shall such trust income paid to the 
Forever Wild Land Trust exceed 
$15 million in any one fiscal year 

(b) The Alabama Trust Fund 
Board shall provide the Board of 
Trustees of the Forever Wild Land 
Trust with advice and assistance 
in the investment of funds in the 
Forever Wild Land Trust 

(c) Title to the properly acquired 
from funds in the Forever Wild 
Land Trust shall be held in the Ala- 
bama Trust Fund for the State of 
Alabama Provided, however, the 
Alabama Trust Fund Board shall 
not have any responsibility for nor 
any control over the approving or 
disapproving of the acquisition, 
disposition or use of an such 
property, Nothing in this mend- 
ment or Amendment 450 to this 
Alabama Constitution of 1901 
Shall be construed so as to require 
the Alabama Trust Fund Board to 
have a fiduciary responsibilit for 
the investment of Forever Wild 
Land Trust funds or the production 
of income from roperty acquired 
by the Board of Trustees of the For- 
ever Wild Land Trust. 

(d) The amounts allocated to 
the Forever Wild Land Trust Shall 
be included in determining 
whether the trust income received 
by the state from the Alabama 

rust Fund equals or exceeds 
$60,000,000 for the Purposes of 
the County Government Ca ital 
Improvement Act (codified at Sec- 
tions 11-29-1 through 11-29-7 of 
the Code of Alabama, 1975, as 
amended) and the Municipal Gov- 
ernment Capital Improvement Act 
(codified at Sections 11-66-1 
through 11-66-7 of the Code of Ala- 
bama, 1975, as amended) In no 
event shall any provision hereof 
serve to decrease the amount of 
income from the Alabama Trust 
Fund which is to be appropriated 
to the Municipal Government Cap- 
ital Improvement Fund and the 
County Government Capital 
Improvement Fund under the 
above-referenced acts 

Section 8. Donations of 
Property. 

Any person making a donation 
of any property or any interest 
therein, to the State for the pur- 
poses of this Amendment, shall 
receive, irrespective of any other 
Provisions of the income tax laws 
of the State, twice the ordinary 
deduction for state income tax 
Purposes for the taxable year in 
which the Property or interest is 
donated. Provided however, the 
value of any such property or inter- 
est therein, subject to this double 
deduction, shall be limited to the 
actual value of the property, or any 
interest therein, donated to the 
State which shall not include any 
indebledness, encumbrances or 
ligns assumed by the Forever Wild

Section 9g 
Account 


The Alabama Trust Fund Board 
Shall establisha separate account 
within the Alabama Trust Fund to 
be known as the Forever Wild 
Land Trust Stewardship Account 
When the Forever Wild Land Trust 
acquires properly or an interest in 
property pursuant to this Amend- 
ment, the Board of Trustees of the 

. Forever Wild Land Trust shall set 
aside an amount from the Forever 
Wild Land Trust equal to fifteen 
percent (15%) of the appraised 
value of the land acquired, or the 
land atlected if less than a fee 
interest was acquired. The Ala- 
bata Trust Fund Board shall pro- 
vide for the investment of the 
Stewardship Account.

(a) No conservation restriction 
or easement as defined in Section 
2 of this Amendment held by any 
governmental body shall be unen- 
orceable on account of lack of 
Privily of estate or contract or lack 
of benefit to particular land or on 
account of the benefit being 
assignable to or being assigned to 
any other governmental body with 
like purposes. All such restrictions 
and easements shall be duly 
recorded and indexed in the man- 
ner of other conveyances of inter- 
ests in land, and shall describe the 
land subject to the restrictions or 
easements by adequate legal 
description or by reference to a 
recorded plat showing its 
boundaries. 

Such conservation restrictions 
are interests in land and may be 
acquired by any governmental 
body which has power to acquire 
interests in land, in the same man- 
ner as it may acquire other inter- 
ests in land. Such a restriction or 
easement may be enforced by 
Injunction or proceeding in equity, 
and shall entitle the holder of it to 
enter the land in a reasonable 
manner and at reasonable times 
'0 assure compliance. ‘Such a 
restriction or easement may be 
released in whole or in Part, by the 
holder for such consideration, if 
any, as the holder may determine, 
in the same manner as the holder 
may dispose of land or other inter- 
est in land, subject to such condi- 
tions as may have been imposed 
at the time of creation of the 
restriction.

Stan Windham-County Agent 
Hay For Horses 


Recently, I was talking to Ray 
Boyd and Larry Chandler of Enter- 
prise and New Brockton about feed- 
ing hay to horses and general feed- 
ing of horses. One topic that always 


comes up when you talk about horse 


nutrition and hay is moldy hay. 

Many people ask how do you 
know if hay is moldy or not. There is 
no real test that determines if mold is 
present or if it is harmful to horses, 
The best way is simply to inspect it 
and then carefully discard any hay 
that is moldy. 

Another indication of moldy hay 
is odor. Hay that smells must, mil- 


dewed or rotten, of course, should 


not be fed. You may also see brown, 
black, or gray-green mold within the 
bale. Moldy hay bales often appear 
musty or dusty when opened, 

One of the biggest problems of 
moldy hay exists in round bales. 
Sometimes as much as one-fourth of 
the bale can be moldy along the out- 
er layer, There are different degrees 


of moldy areas within this layer, 


However, most horses will avoid this 
outside layer if they have plenty of 
other material to eat. Many times 
you can peel this layer off, but one 
of the easy things to do is simply 
store the hay under a barn or cover it 
and clevate it off the ground to help 
insure a clean, fresh roll of hay. 

There are five guidelines that you 
can use in selecting hay for horses 
that will help you insure a good 
quality feed product. (1) Select hay 
that was harvested at an immature 
srowth stage, The more leaf and the 
on stem that you have increases nu- 
tritional value, (2) Make sure there is 
not a lot of woody stems and seed- 
heads present in the hay bale. (3) Se- 
lect hay that still has a slight green 
color to it, This will indicate the hay 
was harvested correctly, contains 
plenty of Vitamin A and had been 
harvested fuirly recently, (4) Avoid 
hay that has a lot of weeds, dust and 
mold, (5) When possible, test your 
forage at the Auburn University For- 
age Testing Lab to see just where 
you are in terms of the nutritional 
value of your hay. 

Horses are really just an accident 
wailing to happen many times in 
their feeding practices. It is really 
their main negative as far as manage 
ment. You must be careful and give 
plenty of thought to what you do in 
your feeding program. Moldy hay 
and horses just absolutely will not 
mix. Make sure that you get good 
quality hay for the horses that you 
Own
